In planning expansion of the Cir­ 
cleville School sy stem, the Board 
of Education has

aome financial facts. 
State law limits the amount of 
money a school district can bor­ 
row. 
For Circleville that limit is $2,- 
751,279 . That is 9 per cent of the 
total taxable valuation — the ex­ 
trem e limit allowed by the law. 
The s c h o o l district borrowed 
money for expansion in 1951 and 
19 54. The indebtedness on Decem­ 
ber 31, 19 59 was $1,053,000. 
Thus, the balance of $1,69 8,279 is 
all that the city can borrow for 
any school expansion program. 
With these facts in mind, the 
Board of Education developed the 


$1,475,500 expansion program now 
before the voters of the school dis­ 
trict.

Negro Protest

dem onstrations by Negroes in the 
South are being given extensive 
support by Northern college stu­ 
dents for the first time since the 
current protests began the first of 
February . 
Yale divinity students plan 
a 
protest m ardi today . Brown Uni­ 
versity boy s and Skidmore College 
girls will continue picketing va­ 
riety stores, and a U.S. senator’s 
a rm is helping form 
a group at 
the University of Connecticut to 
raise funds for Negroes expelled 
for taking part in Southern sit- 
downs. 
In the South a new attack on 
segregation 
barriers 
has 
been 
started in Alabama. Demonstra­ 
tions have spread to a Tennessee 
art gallery and there have been 
more sitdowns in several states. 
These and other racial develop­

To explain, all persons who wish 
to teach must first obtain a certi­ 
ficate from the State Department 
of Education. The certificate sets 
out exactly the ty pe of teaching the 
person can do and at what level, 
that is, elem entary or high school. 
State law 
provides that high 
school certification is good in all 
grades from 7 through 12. Also, 
that 
elem entary 
certification 
is 
good in all grades from kindergar­ 
ten through 8. Thus, either elem en­ 
tary or high school certification is 
proper in the 7th and 8th grades. 
It makes no difference at all 
whether or not the grades 7 and 8 
are in one building, six buildings or 
in connection with the high school. 
Most teachers can teach only 
the subjects named on their certifi­ 
cates. Hartm an declares that vir­ 
tually every teacher now on the 
staff is qualified to step into the 
new program of expanded and im ­ 
proved 7th and 8th grade educa­ 
tion.

The letters requesting 
the reconsideration vote pointed 
out that the present district could 
be reduced from* a 17-county dis­ 
trict to a small, compact, worka­ 
ble district. 
The vote to dissolve the present 
district was taken Dec. 29 , 19 58, 
but litigation has held up the 
move.

W est Seeks Details 
On Soviet Attitude 


GENEVA (AP) — Soviet dele­ 
gate Valerian Zorin told the 10- 
nation 
disarm am ent 
conference 
today that the Soviet “ attitude on 
controls is close to that of the 
Western powers.” 
At each stage of the Soviet dis­ 
arm am ent plan, Zorin said, “ we 
propose controllers on the te rri­ 
tories of the (various) powers. We 
want controls from the beginning 
to the end of disarm am ent.” 
Although Zorin emphasized that 
the .Soviet Union agreed with the 
West that a control 
sy stem is 
needed 
to 
police 
disarm am ent. 
Western 
representatives 
felt 
he 
had only edged the problem in a 
general way . 
They were still waiting for spe­ 
cific proposals from 
the Soviet 
Union on how’ their control and 
insnection sy stem would work. 
Zorin quoted speeches made by 
Soviet Prem ier Nikita Khrushchev 
to the Supreme Soviet to support 
his claim that the Soviet plan 
would provide for stages of con­ 
trol to move along simultaneously 
with stages of disarm am ent. 
He claimed the W’estem powers 
often had distorted the Sovjpt no- 
sition on this question. “I think 
we can agree on controls if we 
can agree on the measures of gen­ 
eral and complete disarm am ent,” 
he said.

Work Strike 


Violence Appears 
On Wane as Racial 
Unrest Continues 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
(AP)—Violence appeared on the 
wane today in riot-bloodied South 
Africa, 
but 
militant 
Negroes 
turned to the strike weapon in 
their campaign against the hated 
passes they must carry as non­ 
whites. 
More and more Negroes were 
expected to stay away from their 
jobs, particularly in Cape Town 
and near Vereeniging, the coal 
and steel center south of Johan­ 
nesburg. 
Nonwhite townships in 
those areas were the scene of the 
riots 
Monday 
and 
Tuesday 
in 
which police gunfire mowed down 
Negro men, women and children. 
The official death toll was giv­ 
en today as 72 as more of the 182 
wounded died in hospitals. Some 
newspapers put the total dead at 
nearer 9 0. 
The use of police bullets to quell 
the Negro demonstrations set off 
a worldwide wave of criticism of 
South Africa’s white supremacist 
government. The angry foreign re­ 
action included an extraordinary 
official denunciation by the 
U.S. 
State Department. 
Thousands of police backed by 
armored cars enforced a tense 
truce in most areas. 
The black settlem ent of Langa, 
near Cape Town, where at least 
six Negroe* were killed Monday , 
was the chief trouble center Tues­ 
day . Crowds burned at least eight 
buildings and stoned firemen and 
police. One Negro was shot and 
killed. 
Aroused political opponents of 
Prim e Minister Hendry k Verwoerd 
demanded a thorough investigation 
of the 
violence and 
an end 
to 
South Africa’s “drift to disaster.” 
Verwoerd whose Nationalist party 
masterminded the nation’s rigid 
white supremacy policies, said he 
would consider naming a commis­ 
sion to study the crisis.

WASHINGTON (A PV—Secretary 
of Welfare Arthur S. Flemming 
advised Congress today 
the ad* 
ministration has been 
considering 
a program under which 
federal 
and state governments would pay 
the major cost of health 
tnsur* 
ance for the aged. 
But 
no 
conclusion 
has 
been 
reached as to the best m anner of 
dealing with the problem of fi­ 
nancing 
medical 
care 
for 
the 
aged, Flemming told the House 
Way s and Means Committee. He 
said emphasis in studies of the 
question is being placed on hav­ 
ing the states carry ing their fair 
share of the total burden. 
The secretary presented a state­ 
ment in a closed session of the 
committee but it was made pub­ 
lic almost as the committee went 
into session. 
The committee is considering 
general changes in the Social Se­ 
curity program. 
As to this, Flemming recom­ 
mended:. 
1. 
Removing the 
requirem ent 
that an otherwise qualified dis­ 
abled person must be 50 y ears of 
age to receive disability benefits. 
Flemming said this would make 
about 250.000 people immediately 
eligible for benefits, would cost 
about 200 million dollars in 19 61, 
increasing in the future to an av­ 
erage of over 600 million dollars 
a y ear.

Increasing 
the benefit for 
each child of a deceased worker 
to three-fourths of the worker * 
benefit amount had he lived. 
The present law 
provi des that 
in a survivor case the benefit pay ­ 
able to a child is one-half of what 
the worker’s benefit w*ould have 
been, plus one-fourth of the work- 
e r’s benefit amount divided by 
the number of children getting 
benefits.
